1. An ordor issued to the Reichsbahndirektion Rerlin stated that seven trains 
of 47 cars each had to be made available for the period 19-25 September 1950, 
The cars had to be winterized and converted for the transport of troops, and 
vere to be capable of a long-distance run.* 


2. The railroad maintenance shop at Cottbus has becn ordered to equip 200 box~ 
cars (four trains) for troops. ‘These trains are officially designated as 
demobilization trains.
